know not; e it is contradicted by the Baronettage, Edit. 1720. Vol. I. p. 389. where the Lady is ſaid to have 
been the daughter of John Harcourt of Rampton (or Ranton) in Com. Staff. And this Account is confirmed by 
the Viſitation of Kent taken in the year 1619, where ſhe is called filia Johannzis Harcourt, de Ranton ; and by 
the Viſitation of Staffordſhire, 1583, where ſhe is noticed as .. filia nupta Johanni Penſpall. The family of the 
Harcourts of Ranton in Staffordſhire was indeed a Branch of that of Stanton Com. Oxon ; but they had been 
divided, for two or three Generations, before the Marriage of Agnes Darrel into the Family of Stanton, as may 

| be ſeen in the laſt mentioned Viſitation Book of Com. Staff. 1583, Fam. Harcourt of Ranton. We cannot 

therefore, in the Face of ſo. much Evidence to the contrary, admit the Family of the Peſhalls to a ſhare of the”

Founder; in order to give as much Ground as could be obtained, for diſcovering, by future Enquiries, the Con- 


| nection between him and Thomas Chichele. Hitherto, indeed, there ſeems to be no room far forming Conjectures 
on this Subject; unleſs we may be allowed to ſuppoſe that his Conſanguinity might come through the Family of 


Andrewes, by the Marriage of Agnes, the Daughter of Apner Andrewer, with Thomas Winſlow 3 whoſe Daughter and 


coheir Agnes, married John Gifford: (Deſc. 2 and 3.) What may give ſome little Pretence for-ſach a fürmiſe is, 
that in the Year 1558 (five Years before the Election of Roger Gifford,) a Perſon of the Name of that Family, 


John Andrewes, was elected Fellow, as a Kinſman of the Founder. And from this circumſtance, perhaps, we 
may be allowed to ſuppoſe that Richard Andrewes, whom. the Archbiſhop appointed the firſt Warden of his new 


Foundation, and who was his great Favourite, might be of the ſame Family, and his near Relation. However 
| this may be, we have nothing in this matter better than Conjecture to go upon; there being no Pedigree f 
Tuobn Anbrewts in the Archives of the College, any more than of Roger Gir. 5 c 
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
